SUNSTROKE 


Well informed people are beginning to read be- 


.ween, the lines when more or less prominent citi- 
zens purport to have a "breakdown" from "over- 
work." or a "slight cold" from exposure." for they 
know from experience that these preliminary "bulle- 
tins" are generally mere hokum. Either the <loc- 
,ors are up a tree or it Is none of the public's 
business what actually is the matter. If the "cold" 
or the "breakdown" is an honest lie. well and good 
but if the doctors put forward 
any 
such idea 


seriously Jt is indeed unfortunate for the victim. 


Sunstroke is a clearly defined state brought on 


by exposure to the heat? of the sun or to artificial 
leat. So called heat exhaustion, so frequently as- 
signed as'the cause of persons being "overcome by 
the heat"—'n the papers—is not a clearly defined 
stat • and' in nearly all such cases, if a proper medi- 
cal examination o' the victim be made, the condition 
appears to be ordinary collapse (from sbme grave 
Uness) or shock'(from injury or some depiessmg 
emotional experience) or ordinary fainting, with ex- 
cessive summer heat a mere coincidence. It is per- 
fectly probable that an individual already seriously 
11 would be more likely to collapse or faint from 
excessive summer heaf and" humidity than would 
a. normal individual, but that does not alter the 
•act that heat exhaustion is purely hypothetical 
and not demonstrable in a scientific way. 


Usually a pain in the head and dizziness give 


.varning of impending sunstroke or heat stroke (for 
the condition may be produced by exposure to ex- 
cessive heat as among1 stokers on a steam ship or 
urnace men in the steel mills), and if these warrr- 
ngs are not heeded, presently the victim falls un- 
conscious. There need1 be no doubt as to whether 
the condition is really heatstroke or sunstfoke and 
not collapse from some underlying illness or ordln- 
iry fainting, for real heatstroke or sunstroke pre- 
sents a very different picture from these other con- 
ditions winch arc commonly misinterpreted as "heat 
CJihaustion" or "bems: overcome by the heat." In 
leatstroke or sunstroke the victim's face is. flushed 
or cyanosed (purple or blue appearance), his breath- 
ng is deep, labored and probably noisy (stertorous 
or snoring or puffing). hi<» skin feels hot and dry, 
i;s pulse is full and bounding (stronger than nor- 
mal), 
and if his body temperature is taken it is 


generally elevated many degrees above normal. In 
collapse, surgical or accidental shock, or fainting, 
the picture is just the opposite m every respect: 
Pale face, shallow quiet breathing, skin cold and 
clammy to the touch (cold sweat), puke so feeble 
and small that a novice can scarcely feel it at all. 
and body temperature a degree' or two below the 
normal. When this latter picture is seen, the heat 
or sun has little to do with the condition and the 
care of the victim is the care which should be given 
in ordinary collapse, shock or fainting. 


The' more perfect and unhampered the water 


evaporation from the skin the less likely a sun- 
stroke orv. heatstroke in any circumstances. 
The 


main and practically the only function of sweat is 
to keep, the bodv cool. As much water as one can 
comfortably drink should be taken therefore, when 
it is necessary to be exposed to extreme heat. The 
water should be at least agreeably cold. So called 
ice water (having a temperature of about _50 de- 
grees P.) is not too co!d for many persons to" drink 
comfortably in large amounts. Fruit juices or ades 
are also advisable.

Epilepsy is considered a 
"neurosis." akin to hysteria; migraine, tic (habit 
spasm)! and writer's cramp—a neurosis being a dis- 
order of the nervous system without apparent or- 
ganic cause. Physicians who have studied epilepsy 
point out that the condition seems to develop upon 
a defective inheritance, and particularly as a con- 
sequence of alcoholism in the parents. Medicinal, 
dietetic and generla hygienic treatment, auch as 
may be had in state institutions or colonies for ep- 
ilipsy. often brings about vast Improvement.

Statistics of the number of visitors 
o five of the most popular national 
parks show that in each case there 
las been a marked increase since 1922. 
Strangely enough Mt. Rainier* Na- 
tional park, in Washington, showed 
he greatest increase although itv Is 
the most,distant. In 1922 there were 
70,000 visitors to this park, while in 
1024 there were 161.000. Furthermore, 
the year 1924 was..not considered a 
good year for tourists by those whose 
Business it is to keep up with such 
matters.

of this Device is exactly the same as 
the explanation for the church-page 
editor who was always on the verge 
of delirium tremcns—the fascination 
cf paradox.

It is the fashion of the, anti-Puritan 


writers to make unmerciful fun of the 
oldtlmers who worked to death the

classify that as one of the tricks of 
melodrama* and th|-y wouVl never 
think of introducing such a character 
into their own hooks. 


But the church-page editor cpteode 


Illustraie* the fact that those same 
writers wiU do exactly the same thing 
in reverse as it were. There i* no 
esscntinl difference bctwcci/the church- 
pace and the deacon Idea. Neither on« 
of them It taken from life and neither 
one of thcn> has its roots in reality. 


In l«oth cases the device Is *us«d 


w!th a dcslr* on the part of the 
writers to shock and hence create a 
sensation. Paradox is always used to 
cain emphasis. 
When a writer ti«cs 


the paradoxical title. "The Poor IJt- 
Jlc Rich Girl." he seeks attract at- 
tention i>y the word combination. 
Ihe same thing Is true of the moll' 
of the devices I have described, 
writers wsins them arc more Inter-
